HIGH GOURTMARTIAL 
OVER OFFICERS’ MESS 


Colonel, Who Faces Trial, 
Said to Have Resented 
General’s Suggestions. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 31. — The 
impending - courtmartial of Col. 
Gerkeley Enochs, former Chief of 
Staff of the Second Corps Area, 
on charges preferred by the Area 
Commander, Major-General Han- 
son E. Ely, was connected by army 
officers here today with unofficial 
reports reaching’ the capital of 
discussions of the conduct of the 
officers’ mess at a recent meeting 
of staff officers at Governor's 
Island. 

The reports were to the effect 
thut Major-General Ely considered 
Col. Enochs insubordinate and dis- 
respectful to him auring a discus- 
sion of complaints against the op- 
eration of the officers’ mess. 

Enochs, as then chief of staff ot 
the area, acted in a supervisory ca- 
pacity over the officers’ mess. 

Gen. Ely is said to have urged 
some action to allay criticisms of 
the conduct of the mess, directed 
chiefly against the food and the 
service. 

Col. Enochs is reported to huve 
taken exception to the General’s 
references on the matter as being 
directed personally against him 
and an argument is said to have 
ensued between the two officers in 
the presence of their colleagues. 

Gen. Ely’s charges were pre- 
ferred after the meeting and are 
considered by army circles to be a 
result of the argument. 

The department recommended 
the court martial because of the 
rank of the officers involved and 
because the charges were preferrea 
by the corps area commander. 

Officials of the department today 
denied reports connecting the court 
martial with the recent elevation of 
Col. Stephen O. Fuqua to be a maj- 
or-general as chief of infantry over 
165 colonels, outranking him in 
seniority.

BULLETIN INDICATES 
MINOR OPERATION 


In Bed Since Sunday Night 
After Outing on Queen’s 
Birthday May 26 When 
He Caught a Chill.

LONDON, May 31.—King George 
was stated in an official bulletin is. 
Sued at Windsor Castle this eve- 


ning to have had a quiet day with 
some sleep, his condition remaining 
satisfactory. 

An earlier bulletin said “King 
George had a fair night. An abscess 
has formed under the site of an old 
scar on the right side of his chest 
and is now draining. His general 
condition remains good.’’ 

“Though the King will need to 
remain in bed, his majesty will be 
able to transact public business.”

Although it was not explicitly 
Stated in the bulletin, there appar- 
ently has been a minor Operation 
on the King. This was indicated 
by the statement that drainage 
was in progress from the abscess. 

The bulletin was signed by three 
eminent physicians, the chief of 
whom is court physician. Lord 
Dawson of Penn. Lord Dawson 
was hurriedly recalled from a conti- 
nental holiday. His duties require 
his presence with the King, even 
though the monarch is but slight- 
ly ill. 

Sir Stanley Hewett has been in 
constant attendance on the King 
at Windsor Castle, while Dr. Mar- 
tyn, the third physician, is the doc- 
tor of the royal family at Windsor. 

The three physicians had a 
lengthy consultation this morning. 
It was then authoritatively indicat- 
ed that, although the greatest care 
would have to be exercised to 
maintain the monarch’s health, no 
anxiety was felt at present. 

The plans for keeping the King 
informed of the progress of the 
general elections was abandoned 
last night. But he discussed the po- 
litical situation today with his en- 
tourage and was told of the trend 
of results. 

At Windsor Castle the extent of 
the nation’s solicitude over the 
King’s renewed illness could be 
measured by the flood of tele- 
phone inquiries from all over the 
country. 

The people of Windsor, who fol- 
low with a personal interest the 
comings and goings of the King in 
his Windsor home, gathered near 
the castle gates to discuss the lat- 
est phase of his illness,

By the Associated Press, 
LONDON, May 31.—Despite the 


smashing successes of the Labor 
party in the general election at the 
expense of the Conservatives, 
enough returns were in hand this 
evening to show that the Laborites 
could not obtain an absolute ma- 
jority in the new Commong over 
all other parties. 

Ramsay MacDonald, Labor lead- 
er, was jubilant this morning: 

“The results are magnificent,” 
he said. “The Government has 
lost the confidence of the coun- 
try and Labor has won it.” 

In yesterday’s election the Labor 
party, headed by Ramsay MacDon- 
ald, former Premier, led in num- 
ber of seats, with the Conserva- 
tives, headed by Prime Minister 
Stanley Baldwin, second, and the 
Liberals, headed by former Pre- 
mier David Lloyd George, a poor 
third. 

There are 615 -nembers of the 
House of Commons. Reports from 
591 of these 615 constitutencies 
give the division by parties as fol- 
lows: 

Labor 287; Conservatives, 246; 
Liberals, 51; others, 7. 

The remaining returns will not 
be in for a few days but cannot af- 
fect the general result. 

It is impossible for the Con- 
servative to reach the Labor fig- 
ures, thus making it certain for 
the first time the Labor party will 
have a larger representation in 
Parliament than any other party. 

Figures on the popular vote so 
far as tabulated follow: Labor, 
6,607,000; Conservatives, 6,579,607; 
Liberals, 3,941,442; others, 179,349. 

In the last parliament the divi- 
sion stood: Conservatives, 400; 
Labor, 162; Liberals, 46; others, 7. 

The Labor showing was the larg- 
est in its history. At the time that 
it held power in 1923 supported 
by . the. Liberals it had 191 
votes while the Liberals had 159, 
and the Conservatives 259. 


ILjoyd George Holds the Key. 

This election marks the over- 
throw of the Baidwin Conservative 
government which has been in 
power for five years, during which 
time it had a majority of 185. The 
combined Labor, Liberal and In- 
dependent members elected num- 
ber well over 308, which is a ma- 
jority in the House of Commons. 

While the Labor party has 
scored a stnashing success, the fact 
that it lacks a clear majority 
makes it likely that some sort of 
coalition will be necessary if it is 
to form a government as it ig like- 
ly to be called upon to do, 

Lioyd George, war-time premier 
and Liberal leader, is looked upon 
as holding the key to the situation 
since the Liberals hold the balance 
of power. 

A Labor government would prob. 
ably méean that Ramsay MacDon- 
ald would again be premier. He 
is on friendly terms with the 
Prince cf Wales and other mem- 
bers of the royal family as well 
as with Liberal and Conservative 
leaders.

U. 5. FOREIGN LOANS 


DOUBLE ENGLAND'S 


From 1925 to 1928 American 
Investments Abroad Passed 
Five Billion. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, — Despite the 
steady gain in British foreign in- 
vestments and the opposite ten- 
dency for United States following 
the high record in 1927, Amaegtga 
has loaned the world more than 
t..ice as much as England since 
the war. 4 

The Commerce Department, in 
an analysis of foreign investments 
today, showed that from 1925 to 
1928 the United States made in- 
vestments of $5,.649,000,000 in for- 
cign fields compared to $2,525,000,- 
000 for England. 

High money rates toward the 
close of 1928 and thus far in 1929 
have almost halted foreign flota- 
tions in the market. The $1,448,- 
600,000 in loans last year was 
$100,000,000 under the year before. 

World Market Since 1920. 

In 1928, England loaned $768,- 
300,000 abroad, nearly the double 
of foreign investing in 1925. 
American loans last year were only 
slightly above the 1925 figure. The 
department pointed out that’ the 
United States has maintained jtself 
as the world capital market since 
1920. 

“Starting the year with foreign 
capital issues of $404,000,000 in the 
first quarter and $645,000,000 in 
the second, a new high record in 
American underwriting seemed as- 
sured,’ said Iver C. Olsen, of the 
department finance division. 

“Because of the. stringency of 
the American money market, the 
third and fourth quarters recorded 
sharp slumps.” 

American lending in Europe was 
$651,000,000, while England loaned 
the continental countries $190,- 
195,000. Germany and Canada 
were the principal borrowers in 
market. 

Figures showed that Germany 
obtained $292,000,000 from the 
United States and $38,435,000 from 
England. Canada $237,000,000 
from the American’ market and 


$26,449,000 from London. 
London exceeded United States in

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the Far East, where $239,224,000 
was loaned, against $154,000,000 
for this country, and in Africa with 
$115,672,000. No African issues 
were floated in the American mar- 
ket. Most British investments in 
Africa and the East were distribu- 
ted through the _ colonial posses- 
sions. 

England invested $31,910,000 in 
Argentina, $48,134,000 in Brazil, 
with a total of $119,500.000 in all 
Latin American countries. The 
United States invested $437,500,- 
000 in Latin America. —

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British Envoy Moved to Renounce 
Right to Have Liquor in Embassy 
By Fury of Dry Fanatics’ Criticism 


Sir Esme Howard Finds, 
With Other Diplomats, 
That Privilege Is Annoy- 
ance and Burden, Despite 
Guarantee by Internation- 
al Usage.

WASHINGTON, May 31.—Those 


who are familiar with the point of 
view at which Sir Esme Howard, 
the British Ambassador and dean 
of the Foreign Diplomatic Corps, 
has arrived after five years in 


Washington, are not surprised at 
the tone of his recent letter to 
James T. Carter, Virginia prohi- 
bitionist, saying that he would 
cheerfully waive the Embassy’s 
liquor-importing immunity if the 
American State Department should 
so request. 

There is no doubt in their minds 
that Sir Esme spoke with deep 
sincerity. 

The attitude of the British Am- 
bassador is perfectly understand- 
able, a sthe representative of a for- 
eign Government, he is morally and 
legally entitled to bring in liquor. 
Neither he nor any other foreign- 
er aSked for the privilege; it was 
freely accorded to the diplomatic 
corps when the prohibition law was 
passed. If any opposition was 
voiced at that time to an act of 
common courtesy in international 
relations, it was so faint as° not 
to make any impression. It is safe 
to say that virtually everybody 
who knew anything about diplo- 
matic rights and privileges took 
it for granted that prohibition 
would not be extended to the 
Washington homes—constructively 
foreign territory—of the agents of 
Governments that had not: adopt- 
ed prohibition. 

Target of Fanatjgal Drys. 

Sir Esme, with the others of 
the official foreign colony, had a 
right to assume that the diplo- 
mats would be allowed to exercise 
a freely granted privilege with- 
out incurring hostile criticism. 
But this has not turned out to be 
the case. “Embassy liquor” is the 
subject of constant agitation by 
fanatical drys. All sorts of dark 
hints and innuendoes are thrown 
cut. When Sir Esme visits Con- 
sress, he runs the grave risk of 
hearing somebody like Blease of 
South Carolina (who admits that 
he drinks himself) rave about the 
drinking in the Embassies and 
Legations. 

Moreover, when it comes to the 
importation of liquor, an Ambassa- 
dor has about as much privacy as 
a goldfish. And the importation is 
not such a simple process as is 
commonly supposed. It is not a 
matter merely of ordering liquor 
from abroad and having it deliv- 
ered at the door. Far from it. The 
diplomat desiring a consignment of 
liquor first must write to the State 
Department. He must fill out offi- 
cial forms and receive a permit. 
Then he must notify the depart- 
ment that the liquor is on the way 
and will arrive by a certain ship 
at a certain port. 

The Ambassador or his agent 
must go to the port of arrival and 
there unwind another skein of red 
tape. Incidentally, he is likely to 
find the shipment surrounded by 
photographers, and later to see it 
pictured in newspapers throughout 
the country. Having finally got the 
consignment he must have it per- 
sonally escorted to Washington. On 
this journey it is subject to inspec- 
tions by the police and to hi-jack- 
ing. And when finally the ship- 
ment reaches Washington more 
pictures are made. Syndicated 
throughout the country, these pho- 
tographs leave with some people 
the impression that the diplomat 
importing the liquor has in some 
way violated the law or abused 
the hospitality of the United 
States. 

British Envoy Means It. 

Sir Esme is not an unusually 
sensitive man, but the unwarranted 
criticism of his Government, for 
doing something that it has a per- 
fect right to do—and something 
that it uoes partly for the enter- 
tainment of American guests— has 
made itself felt. He meant what 
he said when he told Carter he 
was ready to make the Embassy 
dry if that should be the wish of 
the American Government. He has 
reached the conclusion that dry- 
ness, however great the hardship 
it might work upon his expectant. 
if not importunate, guests, would 
be decidedly the lesser of twe 
evils. 

Sir Esme is in a unique position 
in Washington. There is no man of 
the foreign corps who must guard 
his words and acts so carefully. 
Not only is he the dean of the 
corps, but he is the Ambassador 
who can least afford to commit a 
diplomatic ineptitude. A criticism 
of our tariff, for example, by most 
of the foreign representatives at 
Washington would pass almost un- 
noticed. But consider what would 
happen if the Ambassador of Great 
Britain still ‘“‘perfidious Albion” in 
eyes of former Senator Reed and 
some other Americans, should let 
fall such a criticism! 

In the background of Sir Esme’s 
willingness to forgo t liquor 
privilege is the specter of the 
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scandal that might ensue from one 
of two causes. The embassy em- 
ploys a large staff of domestic 
servants. Suppose one of them 
should be taken in bootlegging! 
The possibility is remote, but it 
exists. Upon the officials of the 
embassy would descend a storm of 
rabid criticism; no matter. how 
complete the demonstration of 
their own innocence, the storm 
would rage. And then there is the 
possibility that an American guest 
at the embassy will dine some day 
not wisely but too well, commit 
an offense on the outside and be 
arrested, and that his errancy will 
be traced back to the temptations 
put in his way by the wicked Brit- 
ish Ambassador! What a morsel 
that would be for the Bleases, the 
Upshaws and the Heflins! 
Saves Day for Stimson. 

Some time ago the British Am- 
bassador pulled the State Depart- 
ment’s chestnuts out of the fire 
when the row over the proper seat- 
ing of Mrs. Gann was at its height. 
With the Secretary of State in an 
embarrassing quandary, Sir Esme 
came to the rescue: He announced 
that the diplomatic corps, in the 
absence of a ruling from any con- 
stituted American authority, would 
accord Mrs. Gann the status to 
which she would be entitled if she 
were the Vice President’s wife. 

The administration could repay 
Sir Esme for his gracious act on 
that occasion by making it quite 
plain, through a fortright state- 
ment, that the diplomatic corps 
through its liquor importations is 
violating no law and committin 
no breach of hospitality, but only 
availing itself of a courtesy freely 
extended by this Government. It 
must seem to the diplomats that 
the breach of hospitality is on the 
other side. 

An insight into the diplomats’ 
state -_ mind may be gained from 
a lett:r recently published in the 
Washington Post. Signing himself 
“attache,” the writer said: 

“As a subaltz2rn in the diplo- 
matic service, I may perhaps be 
pardoned for making a suggestion 
which can not »e discreetly - put 
forth by any head of mission in 
Washington. it does not seem to 
have occurred to journalists that 
the abandonment of liquor impor- 
tations would be welcomed in more 
than one embassy and legation, 
but I can assure them that the 
expense of relieving American leg- 
islators and public officials of their 
extraordinary thirst falls rather 
heavily upon missions represent- 
ing Governments with: severely re- 
stricted budgets. May I not inti- 
mate furthe~, without offense, that 
it is embarrassing to turn a deaf 
ear always to influential American 
officials when they make the fact 
exceedingly obvious that they are 
not annoyed when packages of 
choice liquors are thoughtfully 
sent to their homes. 

“If an understanding could be 
arri.ed at by which envoys wou.d 
be expected to bring in liquors for 
their own family use exclusively, ] 
am quito sure that the spirit of 
the American law would not only 
be observed. but an expensive and 
embarrassing feature of social iife 
in charming Washington would be 
obviated.”

National Commission on 
Law Observance and En- 
forcement Names Secre- 
tary and Statistician.

WASHINGTON, May 31.—Pres- 
idept Hoover’s commission for the 


Btudy of crime conditions has been 
named the National Commission on 
Law Observance and Enforcement. 

In making this announcement, 
George W. Wickersham, chairman, 
said yesterday that Max Lowen- 
thal of New York had been select- 
ed as secretary and Leonard V. 
Harrison of the Bureau of Sociai 
Hygiene as statistician. 

The commission has divided it- 
self into two groups, one to deal 
with the causes of crime and the 
other to deal with remedies. The 
first group is composed of New- 
ton D. Baker, Henry W. Anderson, 
Monte M. Lemann and Miss Adu 
L. Comstock. Paul J. McCormick, 
Kenneth R. Mackintosh, William 
S. Kenyon, Roscoe Pound and 
William I. Grubb will devote then:- 
selves to the study of cures. Both 
groups will report to Chairman 
Wickersham. 

The commission has decided to 
invite all organized bodies inter- 
ested in the various problems of 
observance and enforcement of law 
to send in such printed reports, 
statistics and other information 
pertinent to the problems as they 
have available. It also is planned 
to call into preliminary confer- 
ence at an early date heads of la- 
bor organizations and of capital, 
representatives of law enforcement 
bodies and others. Later public 
hearings will be held at Washing- 
ton and principal cities of the 
country, including New York, Chi- 
cago, New Orleans and San Fran- 
cisco. 

Convening last Tuesday, the 
commission has held extended ses- 
sions each day, drafting its pre- 
liminary plans. After another 
meeting today the members will 
return to their homes to adjust af- 
fairs left abruptly at the call of 
They will convene 
again June 6 to start their con- 
ferences with Government offi- 
cers, 

Lowenthal, the new secretary of 
the commission, is an attorney and 
a graduate of the University of 
Minnesota and Harvard. He was 
assistant secretary of President 
Wilson’s mediation commission in 
1917,-of the War Labor Board in 
1918 and of the President's second 
industrial conference in 1919-20. 

Harrison has studied police ad- 
ministration and has made crime 
surveys in Cleveland, O., Newark. 
N. J., Indianapolis, Ind., and 
Rochester, N. Y. More recently 
he has been directing a police sur- 
vey in Boston and as head of the 
Institute of Public Administration 
has been engaged in preparing a 
uniform system of crime account- 
ing applicable to every state in the 
union.

Premier So Busy He Disap- 
points Even Duly-Accredited 
American Callers.

ROME, May 31.—Premier Mus- 
solini, because of his assumption 
of still another portfolio, that of 
public works, has been obliged so 
to divide his time among the eight 


departments.over which he person- 
ally rules that the audiences he is 
able to grant to duly-accredited 
American visitors this summer are 


“few and far between. 


Persons arriving in Rome with 
the proper credentials and intro- 
ductions, which must be handled 
through the American embassy, 
need not expect that their requests 
for interviews will be accorded 
with any particular dispatch. At 
present the Duce, although obvi- 
ously kept in touch with all impor- 
tant matters of foreign policy, goes 
to the Foreign Office in the Chigi 
Palace only three times weekly. 

Nobody in his Foreign Office en- 
tourage is empowered to make an 
appointment for him. Each appli- 
cation for audience must be ap- 
proved or disapproved by the Pre- 
mier in person. Like any busy ex- 
ecutive in America, he is master of 
his own time, and has let that hint 
go forth to the various embassies 
and legations. 

Mussolini receives foreign visitors 
normally only from 4 o’clock on in 
the afternoons that find him at his 
desk in the Chigi Palace. Thus far 
this year his American visitors 
have been admitted at about 5:30 
or 6 o'clock. He _ occasionally 
makes exceptions in favor of mu- 
sicians, whom. he invites to give 
brief recitals at his private resi- 
dence, after 9 o'clock at night. 


POPE SAID TO HAVE SIGNED 
LATERAN TREATY WITH ITALY 


Pontiff Unlikely to Leave Vatican 
for Public Appearance Before 
June 16, 


By the Associated Press, 
ROME, May 31.—The Popolo 


d'Italia said today that Pope Pius 
already had signed a copy of the 
principal lateran treaty, made with 
the Italian Government. The paper 
also said that credentials for Card- 
inal Gasparri, the Papal secretary 
of state had been prepared in an- 
ticipation of the ca@femony. 

It appears now that the date, 
June 6, has been abandoned for 
the first exit of the Pope from the 
Vatican, but it is considered likely 
he will choose Sunday, June 16, 
instead. A number of American 
pilgrims are expected here for that 
event. 

It was reported here today that 
the Italian sovereigns, aS soon aS 
their first visit to the Pope is con- 
cluded, intend to offer a great re- 
ception at the quirinal palace to the 
College of Cardinals, the diplomatic 
corps accredited to the vatican and 
Roman prelates generally. It is 
said Premier Mussolini would give 
a similar reception. 


SLEEPWALKING. SAYS SENTRY 
WHO LEFT LONDON PALACE

LONDON, May 3Yr. — The plea 
that he was sleep-walking was 
made by George Sivewright, signal- 
ler for the Scots Guards, at his 
court martial! yesterday for desert- 
ing his post in front of Bucking- 
ham Palace April 39.

Sivewright gave a great shock 
to British army traditions by his 
apparent desertion. Several weeks 
later he turned up at his home 
several hundred miles away, foot- 
sore and weary, to greet his moth- 
er before giving himself up to the 
authorities. 

He told the court martial that 
he did not intend to desert, that 
he had suffered from sleep walk- 
ing and did not know what he was 
doing. He deciared that he was 
worried by personal matters and 
was ili the night that he left his 
post and remembered nothing un- 


til he found himself in Piccadilly. 
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ST. LOUIS BEING IGNORED 
IN PLANS FOR A SECOND 
AIR MAIL LINE ACROSS U. S. 


Business Men Protesting Against Proposed 
Southern Route—Chamber of Commerce 
Deems Situation Alarming. 


St. Louis business men have been 
aroused by the disclosure that a 
second Trans-continental air mail 


route which ignores St. Louis is 
under consideration. 
The disciosure, described as 


“alarming,” in the official bulletin 
of the Chamber of Commerce 
was made when a delegation called 
on Assistant Postmaster-General 
Glover at ‘Washington in a vain ef- 
fort to obtain his consideration for 
air mail by airline from St. Louis 
to New York. 

Although the St. Louis-Chicago 
line is 97 per cent efficient as told 
in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch on- 
time deliveries at New York by 
figures available here have aver- 
aged only 57 per cent. The direct 
route to New York coud be con- 
tinued westward to Los Angeles on 
a virtually straight line from coast 
to coast. The line actually under 
consideration at Washington drops 
far southward on a_ route even 
more circuitous than the present 
route which St. Louis has to New 
York through a zig-zag connection 
at Chicago. 

Protests to Washington. 

Individual business men and 
their organizations are sending let- 
ters and telegrams of protest to 


Washington. An organized cam- 
paign led by the Chamber of 
Commerce on the understanding 


“that what St. Louis gets will de- 
pend upon how well it battles for 
its rights” will begin with a radio 
address by Stanley Clarke, chair- 
man of the Chamber's Air Boards 
broadcast from station KWK at 
10:05 tonight. 

“A second transcontinental line 
that does not include St. Louis is 
already projected and well along,” 
stated the chamber in its weekly 
bulletin. “It runs away from _  5Bt. 
Louis, taking in cities and routes 
never before recognized as having 
and interrelationship or natural 
flow of business and communica- 
tion.”’ 

Members of the Chamber's Air 
Mail Committee pointed out the ne- 
cessity for sources of air mail 
along the line as well as at each 
terminus. The proposed St. Louis- 
New York line would lie along 
century-old trade routes. It would 
pass through Columbus and Pitts- 
burg, which have joined St. Louis 
in the effort to have the line es- 
tablished. 

The Southern Route. 

Assistant Postmaster - General 
Glover's conception of a New York- 
Los Angeles route would branch off 
from the Atlantic coast mail line 
at Atlanta, Ga., and pass through 
Birmingham, Jackson, Shreveport, 
Dallas and El Paso, swinging 
northward again through Phoenix 
to Los Angeles. Between tnany of 
the intermediate points, it was de- 
clared at the chamber, there is Hit- 
tle east and west trade, and there- 
fore little prospective air mail. 

St. Louis business men and  oOb- 
servers of aviation generally are of 
the opinion that new transcontinen- 
tal routes are soon to be estab- 
lished. Walter B. Weisenburger, 
president of the chamber, declared 
today that he thought that all mail 
for distances greater than 300 
miles would be air mail within five 
years. Their position is that the 
first route, New York-Chicago-San 
Francisco, has developed more 
traffic than it can handle satisfac- 
torily, and that the logicai next 
route would pass through St. Louis. 

It is known that at least one air 
transportation concern is consider- 
ing possibilities of a passenger line 
between St. Louis and Los Angeles, 
which now has roundabout con- 
nections, like that of St. Louis at 
Chicago, with the transcontinental 
line at San Francisco and Salt 
Lake City. 

10-Hour Schedule Proposed. 

Two concerns have declared in- 
tention to bid for air mail con- 
tracts on the direct route from &t. 
Louis to New York. “Bud” Gurney 
has worked out a schedule show- 
ing that the direct line, free of the 
300-mile tangent to Chicago and 


the Great Lakes storm and fog 
area, would permit a flying time 
of 10 hours. 

Mail on that schedule could 
leave St. Louis after business hours 
and reach New York before busi- 
ness hours the folowing morning. 
New York air mail now must be in 
the postoffice at 3:15 p. m. St. 
Louis business firms now sending 
2569 letters by air mail have re- 
ported that they would send 5028 
by the improved schedule of the 
direct line, increasing the present 
100 pounds daily average to about 
195 pounds. 

No definite indication has been 
given of what poundage would be 
considered sufficient to justify the 
new route. The Air Mail Commit- 
tee has pointed out that the pres- 
ent amount is no index of the 
amount that adequate service 
would attract; that “we have given 
the present line much more busi- 
ness than it deserves.” 

The fact that two lines have 
agreed to bid on the new route if 
established, however, may answer 
the question. No concern would 
bid unless it expected sufficient air 
mail to make the contract profit- 
able.

Prof. Morris A. Copeland of Cor- 
nell, in findings made public today 
by the National Bureau of Eco- 
nomic Research. 

An increase of three-eighths was 
shown, he said, from 1921 to 1927 
in this type of income, which does 
not include paper profits, profits 
from sale of capital assets or the 
value of housewives’ services, and 
the average for each man, woman 
and child reached $750 in 1928. 

This growth, he explained, was 
accomplished in the face of agri- 
cultural depression, price changes 
and deflation, with the Middle At- 
lantic, East North Central and Pa- 
cific states experiencing the great- 
est prosperity. An increased share, 
he said, went to employes and their 
income did not show the same 
fluctuations as the ups and downs 
of business. 

He saw an apparent improve- 
ment in agriculture’s position in 
average current income, although 
a 13-year period the proportion 
going to agriculture decreased 3 
per cent, which he explained as 
being due partly to increasing in- 
dustrialization of the nation and 
partly to a change in the relative 
remuneration of farming. Manu- 
facturing property and borrowed 
capital, he found, represented 
only small proportions of the total 
realized income. 

Prof. Copeland's conclusions 
were based on an exhaustive study 
conducted by the research bureau 
for the committee on recent eco- 
nomics changes created, with Her- 
bert Hoover as chairman, by the 
1921 President's conference on un-’ 
employment. ; 

He prepared the chapter on “the 
national income and its distrihbu-' 
tion.” which appeared in the re-! 
port recently published by the 
committee, which was actively:

Implied trusts are divided into 


tive trusts. A resulting trust is a 
trust implied by law. The purpose 
is to get at the presumed intention 
of the parties. A constructive trust 
is implied by law for the purposes 
of having all parties agreeable re- 
gardless of intentions. 

With many fine points entering 
this subject each situation must be 
dealt with individually. Words of 
“precatory expressions” might 
influence the court as to the inten- 
tions of the parties. No two cases 
upon this subject are alike and oft-
